Hough , was an 
original BiTAn man at Chlci^o aven 
before the nomination was made, and 
that he had advocated a free silver plank 
in the platfbrm three years ago, yet the 
fact that Holigh wore a Carlisle button 
one day in Washington waa used as 
damaging evidence against him.

When the delegates met at 4:30 p. m. 
by districts, it developed that there waa 
a strong feeling against some of Mc­ 
Lean's managers because of their at­ 
tempt to dictate the state nominations, 
especially that of Hough for governor. 
After the pulse of the delegates had been 
felt In thesa preliminary meetings a con­ 
ference was called for last night be­ 
tween McLean’s lieutenants and other 
leaders. The McLean men carried all of 
the twenty-one congressional districts 
by large majorities for members of thè 
state, central committee and for all the 
other committees, but many who co­ 
operated with them at these meetings 
objected to the word being given out for 
any one of the dozen candidates for gov­ 
ernor as against the other candidates 
who have spent months in their re­ 
spective canvasses.

The committee on resolutions is com­ 
posed of radical silver men with the ex­ 
ception of ex-Oovernor James B. Camp­ 
bell, ex-Senator F. M. Marriott, W. P. 
Hackney and Carl Nau, who are classed 
as conservative silver men. The mem­ 
bers of the state central committee are 
all classed as silver men and favorable 
to McLean for senator, with possibly 
two exceptions. After the m eeting of 
the delegates by districts there was a 
movement to bring out a new man for 
governor, one who had not been in­ 
volved in the complications of the past 
two days, and General A. J. Warner, 
president of the 
National Bimetallic 
League, and one of the origrinal silver 
advocates in congress, was most prom­ 
inently mentioned as the dark horse. 


Chicago Platform Reaffirmed. 


At the meeting of the committees last 
night it waa decided to make thé tempo­ 
rary organization permanent so as to 
proceed with business without delay.

The re.solutlons committee met 
last night. All the resolutions on Cuba, 
tarlflf and everything else were thrown 
away. The Chicago platform 1» reaf- 
flrmed and that part of it which refers 
to the financial question is reincorporated 
in the same language as used at Chica­ 
go. This is all the platform that McLean 
wanted in the state convention last year 
and It is all he wanted jtt Chicago.

Thla 
In time brought from Tillman a vehe­ 
ment criticism of the late ^president, 
while Chandler protested against these 
as«ults on Cleveland by a member of 
hie own party. When the fun had been 
fait and fUrioue for some time the Till­ 
man amendments were defeated—yeas* 
S. nayi, 41—the three affirmative votea 
being cast by Butler. Quay and Tillman. 
During the>day the aenate disposed of 
the lead paragraphs, the committee rate 
of m cents per pound on lead ore being 
adopted.

Tillman waa recognised toward the 
oloee of the session for a fpeech In sup­

During the session Oallinger reported 
O "raft" of pension bilia There were 
hundreds of private pension bills on the 
Hat and three general bills, including al­ 
together all bills that had been passed 
tiy or favorably reported upon by either 
house. It took half an hour to read the 
list of private bills. When it was con­ 
cluded Morgan commented on the fact 
.that the men and women named In these 
bills must wait for relief, owing to the 
Inaction of one of the branches of con- 
.gress.^ A t'this time congres.s was with­ 
out the opportunity or liberty to passone 
of these pension bills. Congress was not 
•ven then In session, asserted Moigan.

»•port on One of tho Senstors by Appoint­ 
ment of the Onvemor. 


Washington, June 30.—The report pre­ 
pared by Hoar In the case of H. W. Cor­ 
bett. claiming a seat in the senate from 
Oregon by appointment of the governor, 
has been printed for the use of the »com- 
jnlttee. After reviewing the situation in 
the Oregon legislature the report con­ 
tinues: “It is clear, whatever may have 
been the nature of the organisation of 
the legislature, that it had dispersed and 
^ come to an end belktre March 3, lg97, 
when thevacancy in the office of senator 
took place by the limit of the term to 
which Mr. Mitchell had been chosen, 
«nd which he had held for alx years, 


“It Is well settled by a practice which 
has existed from the foundation of the 
/ government that vacancies so occurring 
ofter the beginning of a constitutional 
term may be filled by the legislature. If 
that be true they may be niled by the 
oxeeiitlve of the state during the reeese 
of tho legislature.
